It’s Easy When 
You Know How 


“The best in several years” is 
the way Claude Lydell, 
Lydell fish hatchery, rates the 
1940 trout season opening day. 
He got his limit in 4% hours. 

From the Manistee river, be- 
tween Kalkaska and - Grayling, 
Lydell took three brook trout 
8% inches long and seven rain- 
bows averaging 12 inches. be- 
tween 10 a. m. and 1 p. m. on 
opening day. Later in the after- 
noon, fishing an hour and a half 
on the main AuSable stream, he 
filled his creel limit for the day 
with three more foot-long rain- 
bows and two browns averag- 
ing nine inches. 

A bait fisherman, Lydell 
caught all 15 trout on worms, 
and enjoyed a quiet laugh on 
other anglers. “About 125 fish- 
ermen who hadn’t caught any- 
thing and said fishing was poor 
offered me most anything for the 
worms I had left,” he said. 


The big rainbows are the most 
migratory of any of three species 
of trout found in Michigan 
streams. Upstream migrations 
of large rainbow trout, fish 
weighing from three to 10 pounds 
or more, may begin in late fall 
and continue until early spring 
when the principal upstream 
movement usually occurs. (This 
season, the upstream movement 


is delayed several weeks).! 


Spawning takes place in late 
March and April in normal sea- 
sons in lower peninsula waters 
and by the time the trout fishing 
season opens most of these large 
fish usually have left the streams 
and practically none remain dur- 
ing the open season. Rainbow 
trout, tagged in the Manistee 
river many miles from mouth, 
have been taken a few weeks 
later in Wisconsin waters, proof 
of their migratory habits.

A report just issued by the 
Auditor General covering grants 
in aid to local units of govern- 
ment for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1939, itemized by pur- 
poses and by counties, discloses 
that during the last fiscal year 
a sum exceeding 124 million dol- 
lars was collected by the State 
and distributed directly to coun- 
ties, townships, cities, villages 
and school districts. This amount 
compares with 89 million dollars 
distributed during the 1936-1937 
fiscal year and 110 million dol- 
lars during the 1937-1938 fiscal 
year. 

Vernon J. Brown, Auditor Gen- 
eral, points to this growing tend- 
ency on the part of the Legisla- 
ture to constantly become more 
generous in allocating State 
funds to local governments as the 
greatest contributing factor to- 
ward the disturbing 30 million 
dollar deficit faced by the admin- 


nues to be distributed to local 
units of government.” 

Among the substantial items 
mentioned by the Auditor Gen- 
eral in the report are $2,606,- 
747.58 distributed to townships 
and cities representing 85 per 
cent of all license fees received 
from liquor retailers; more than 
30 million in grants from the 
general fund in aid of public 
schools, to which must be added 
$22,304,765.05 primary school in- 
terest funds derived from specific 
taxes; public health and medical 
assistance, supported by the 
State but administered by local 
authorities, called for more than 
seven million dollars in general 
funds, while various types of 
welfare aids exceeded 38 million 
dollars, also from the general 
fund. 

“Had all the moneys received 
from the retail sales tax during 
the same period been set aside 
for these grants in aid,” asserted 
the Auditor General, “and had all 
the profits to the State from the 
operation of the liquor monopoly

(Continued from first page) 
ment. Thus we would vastly in- 
crease our national debt and 
decrease our ability to reduce it. 

“Lastly if we nationalize our 
railroads we must _ inevitably 
take over the forms of transport- 
ation that compete with the lines. 
The government never tolerates 
any competition with itself. On 
this basis we would further in- 
crease our national debt, and the 
number of federa] employes fur- 
ther decrease our tax income and 
ultimately bring about socializa- 
tion of practically all other in- 
dustries.” 

The speaker pointed to the 
situation in Canada where under 
government ownership one line 
has developed a total deficit of 
$1,300,000,000 in 20 years while 
the privately-owned line shows 
a $700,000,000 surplus in the 
same time. “Why this differ- 
ence?” he asked. “The govern- 
ment-owned line is operated 
largely for political purposes, the 
other line to give service. On 
all other bases the lines are 
identical as to territory travers- 
ed, and traffic, labor, wage and 
physical conditions met. 

He similarly compared the 
United States railroads, which he 
[declared the best on the globe, 
to the publicly-operated roads 
of other nations and showed that 


while U. S. lines charged the 
lowest rates and paid the high-' 
est wages and taxes in the world, ; 
they returned profits where the! 
others, paying no taxes, often 
paying pauper wages, and charg- 
ing higher rates and fares, regu- 
larly reported deficits. 

He cited government war-time 
operation of the railroads as} 
proof of government incompet- 
ency in handling the railroads. 
That experience, he declared, 
cost U. S. taxpayers $1,600,000,- 
000 for 26-months government 
operation. “Nor was it all in 
wartime, as advocates of gov- 
ernment ownership would have 
you believe. Only 10% months’ 
operation were during the war. 
Through that 26 months’ opera- 
tion we paid for the best but got 
the poorest and most costly rail- 
road operation in our history. 
Government has proved that it 
cannot do better with the rail- 
roads than has private manage- 
ment, actually has always done 
worse. And private manage- 
ment can and will do better if 
government relaxes the obsolete 
regulations now governing the 
lines and some of the anti-trust 
rules that prevent the lines from 
doing the things government ad- 
vocates say should be done.” 


Mr. Hamlin, in his address, said 
“People have grown into crime 
after starting as delinquent 
boys.” His answer to that prob- 
lem is “father and mother.” Par-
